have the letter of v,he British minister to 
Washington (groans) urging the re-elec 
tioii of Cleveland. And you can never 
interpret the letter until you know tho 
letter that called it forth. To get the 
whole gist and meaning of the correspond- 
ence you must have both sides of it, and 
tliis loltev from tho British minister was 
cidled f<jrth by a letter from California 
written by a native of England," 

Blaino then read the letter, in which 
the writer states to Mr. Sackville West 
that hia faith has been almken by Presi- 
dent Cleveland's administration, and 
writes to the British minister to dissolve 
his dimbt, and Mr. West says to the Cali- 
fornia man that tho recent proceedings of 
the President is only a little by-play 
which does not moan anything.

You are 
jirobably aware that any political 
party which openly favored the 
mother country at the present moment 
would loose popularity, and that the party 
iu power ia fully aware of this fact. The 
party, however, ia, I believe,Btill desirous 
of maintaining friendly relations with 
Great IJritjiin, and is still aa desirous of 
settling all (luostioiia with Canada which 
have been ur.ioi tuiiatoly re-opened since 
tho retraction of the treaty Vy the ropub- 
licftu majority in the senate, and by the 
President's message to which you allude.

there, to expel all United States citizen, 
from this country, and to cease all rela- 
tions and intercourse, diplomatic and 
cominetoial, with that country.

A oori-ospoiidciit on the accuracy 
wlio.io obsorvatioiKs tlie Uei-iild appears to 
place implicit faith, aaya: "The republic- 
ans aro making a tierce, intelligent and so 
far a aucJessful fight."- Ho informs the 
Herald that they are making many con- 
verts among the fanners who have re- 
fused to support Cleveland on accotmt of 
the stand he has taken on tho tariff. The 
Democrats are.as husayB,a lot of niilk-and 
water jackanapes who lot their ononiios 
scoDi) everything. There aro one or two ex-

Carl 
S.duirz has written a letter in 
which ho argues strongly for his 
re-election, uhd. wo i;ead of other 
influential men who were staunoh Ropub- 
licuna in Lincoliii's and Gi-ant's time do- 
ing their beat to secure the return of Mr.

It never aurrendora, ai d the army that 
has any cbanco of defeating it must be 
likrge, courageous, and well disciplined. 

HOP CULTURE. 

Harper's WeehUj of the 20tli inst. con- 
tains ail interesting and instructive article 
on hop-piokitig in Puyallup. We find 
from it that hop culture in tho valley of the 
Puyallup has, since 1882, been a profi-' 
table industry. Previous to that date the 
growers of hops in Washington Ten itory 
were not prosperous. Hops wcro a drug 
in the market and it did not pay to eulti 
vato thom. But tho failure of tho crop in 
Europe caused tho price to spring up and 
put new life iii the hop ntuchmen. Tho 
cost of raising hops in Puyallup is from 
eight to ten cents a pound and tho selling 
price is from twenty cents and upwards, 
An aoro of good land yields from fifteen 
huudred to twenty hundred pounds. This 
gives ft net profit of from $150 to §180. 
A hop farm in that happy valley then of 
twenty acres yields its owner a snug in- 
come of botweoii §;j,000 and §4,000 a 
yoar. A.s a matter of fact uiany of the 
owners of hop farms in that valley have 
become rich beyond tlio droaina of avarice. 
"Individual crops," tho writer in Jlurper 
says, "that yoar (.1882)j].bi'S>ught from 
§10,000 to §(iO,000, and ■ ^ •■ono in- 
stance, at least, a grower sold 
his hop harvest for $100,000." If 
hops can be successfully grown in Wash 
ington Territory what is there to hinder 
their being j)rolitab]j' cultivated in British 
Cohiiiibia? The dill'erenee of climate is 
hardly, if at all iieiceptihle, and the aoil is 
as good here as there. Oreat dillieult)' ia 
found on the other side to get laborer.-i at 
the lioii-piekiiig seaaon. The ditlleulty 
would be considerably loa.s here. The hop 
gi'ows luxuriantly on this laland and why 
does not some entcrpriaing agriculturist 
who has Buflicient capital embark in tlie 
business ? Surely an industry that pays 
well a few miles from here where the con- 
.!i!:i<ins are as nearly na possible the same, 
ought to p.iy hero if carried on in the 
right way. To attem|)t tho cultivation of 
hops as a crop without sullicient knowl- 
edge and complete a|)paratiia would he to 
court failure. But a ranch here cultivated 
and eijuijiped as a ranch is in I'uyallup 
eould hardly fail to succeed. 

rUE OTHER SIDE OF THE SHIELD. 

Fourth of July orati- lis in the I'liiled 
States liavo become proverbial. Thoy 
have given their name to a ])eculiar style 
of oratory. The orators consider that 
they have licence to indulge in unlimited 
brag and bluster, and it niust^o confessed 
that they generally make good use of the 
privilege accorded to them by custom. 
The staple of Fourth of .July speeches is 
extnivftgant praise ofevorybody and every- 
thing connected with the groat American 
Republic. Commencing with the Pilgrim 
Fathers and ending with the great nion of 
the speaker's party, all euiiuent Aiuuri- 
^•ans are mentioned in terms of fulsome 
aulogy. American institutions aro des- 
cribed as tho bust and purest that tho 
world has eyer known, and the acliieve- 
luenta of the American pe(jple in peace 
.ind in war are depicted in the moat glow- 
ing colors. And ib must be admitted that 
the citizens of the D'nited States have 
much to be proiid of. In a wonderfully 
short space of time thoy have created out 
i>f what might before-hand Ii.'ive been con- 
sidered not the most pnjinising niatorials, 
a great nation. Their co'uitry possesses, 
it is true, great resources but credit 
must be given tliuiii of having developed 
thom in a way that is truly wonderful. At 
tho time of the Revdlutipn if. anyone had 
predicted that iii ^ess than .a century the 
thirteen weak and scattered colonies 
would develop into tho greatest republic 
that tho world has over aeonj ho would be 
looked upon as an enthusiastic visionary 
or as a man of disordered imagination 
wko would most likely end his days in a 
(iinatic ii.syhiiii. No one in those tlays 
eould foresee the wonderful progress that 
the infant rej)ublic w(juld make in a com- 
paratively few years. Who at that time 
would bo so bold as to predict that rich and 
populous cities would sjiring iq) in wlwt 
was then an almost uiikiiown wilderness, 
that the young nation would spread from 
ocean to ocean, and tliat nourishing states 
would be established on the' sliores 
of the Pacific. .Tc ia no won- 
der that the Fourth of .Tuly 
orators looking back and seeing all that 
the American peoiilo have done and ccni- 
templatiiig tho degree of national i/reat- 
ness they have attained, traiisciiiid the 
bounds of iiioduralion. It is ea.sy to 
underslaiid why on the anniver.sjiry tlio 
Uoclaialioii of liidcpeiidoiico thoy would 
not bo disjiosed to doupen the ahadows of 
the picture they wore painting, and why 
thoy should carefully keep out of 
sight tho evils that existed . . among 
them, many of which wore the out- 
come of their extraordinary prosperity. 
While dwelling with satisfaction on the 
virtues of tho citixons of the Republic, 
past and preaont, they were natumlly 
rt'lucUnt to remind Iheii' hearers of tlioir 
faults, their vices, and tlieir mistakes. 
.Such, a reminder might have been useful 
and oven iiuceasniy, but tho oratora gouo- 
lally could not find it in their hearts to 
depart from the eulogistic strain in which 
they began. But an orator did now and 
tlioti coiisidor it his duty to warn his oudi- 
ence against the corruption which ho s-iw 
creeping into the sUito. Aniong those 
was Col, P. Dolon. He saw that althoimli 
there was much in the history and pres- 
ent condition of the Uniteo': Stntoa of 
which its citizens had reason to bo proud 
there was alao much which it bo.iamo 
theiu to regard with shame and einifuiuoii 
of face, Ho had the moral cour.ige to toll 
his audience of these things in tho plain- 
est turms. • lie showed them from history 
that wliilo republics wore poor, and exer- 
cised^he civic virtues thoy made pro- 
gr^ both morally and materially, but 
wlteli " lucre, lust and license crept in 
tlieir downfall hmwa." Ho then went on 
to make an application of his text, which 
must have caused laany of his hearers to 
shudder. Ho said: — 

"Our success has ania/.od the world; 
wealth liaa poured in upon us like a gold- 
en flood; tho wildest madness of luxury 
and prottigtcy has swept over us, and to-' 
.day the iivu'>''>'y ^itl> tiie.lt^'iYlesBneBe 



and iniquity, tho dread precursors of i]e- 
cjiy, Tlie whole oontinont and govern- 
ment seems hoiiey-coiiibod with rotten- 
ness. Monstrous wrongs and abuses have 
entrenched tlionisulves in the sacred eita- 
dul of tho republic. Its dooi)est founda- 
tions in the, hearts and coiiiidoiioe of the 
pooplo are shaken. Giant corruption, 
like the unclean beast, Aboininatiou of 
Desulatiuii, in prophetic vision, perclioa 
on oiir holiest altars and bespatters with 
its ulcerous filth the robes of our jirioats, 
tho togas of our soiiatoi-a and the ermiiio 
of our judges. From higlicst to lowest, 
from presidents, sonatorii and cabinet ofli- 
oora to dog law legislators, capiUil locators 
and cross roads town counoilnien, no ehisa 
or position ia cloir of hideous HUspicioiiB 
and iiuputations. Utticers, laws,- verdicts 
of j uries and decisions of courts are as open 
and notoriously marketable as paanuta in 
a peddler's tray. Congress mid seiiatoa 
have beau bought up like scabby cattle 
in stalls; and giant rings, headed by 
such lineal descendants of Kydd, 
Latitte and Sixteen String Juok as ,]uy 
Gould have pillaged the people of annual 
millions and ton of millions. Empires of 
of public lands and money have been 
voted away by bright-bought renegades to 
bands of organized pirates, compared with 
whom tho famous Forty Thiovea of Ori- 
ental story would bo exemplary Christian 
gontlonieu. Our govoriimeutul banditti 
hiivo perpetrated railroad grabs, army bill 
steals, river and harbor gouges. Navy De- 
partment piracies, Indian supply robber- 
ies, star route pick-pockotries, Custom 
h(JU3o swlndlcB and frauds — steals evory- 
wlii'ro, in everything from the Wliito 
House vest ibules to the lust mooiisliiiiu 
still house in the backwoods, until no one 
would bo surprised if they should ateul 
the Presidency and tho CSovennueiit itself. 
Two hundred and thirty million dollarai)f 
oIKcial defalcations and embezzlements in 
tho last fifteen j'oara tells, trumpel- 
toiigued, an ap()alliiig story of public rot- 
tenness .and wrong; and nearly a hundred 
million dollars a year of swindling busi- 
uo.ss failures echo the shameful t^ile 
ill private life. Senators become 
iuilhonairea in ten or twenty 
years on salaries of live thousandcii year, 
while they annually spend from ten to 
lifty tlKUi.s.uid; and then with their ill- 
gotten 2iiu\n bra/-eiily J)Uh1i themseU'es for 
the I'resideiicy. That grandest otlice on 
the globe, with its vaatjwwer and patron- 
age of its hundred thousand uiipoiiitments, 
is used as a more engine to promote par- 
tisan success and personal ambitioiia. 
-lobbery, robbery, rings, combinations, 
bargains and sales are the rule in every 
political movement, from nominating a 
I'resident to locating a clapboard capit.al 
(U' hmatic asylum. Blighty monopolies, 
built up by bribery and seoundrully lob- 
bies, by thoir ruthless exactions incite 
cotntnunism-'arid sooialiBm. - The suffrage, 
tho holiest right of freenibn, ia debjised; 
and votes, oaths, honor and deconcy are 
at(vp}n articles of barter and trade. The 
whole land is deluged with infamy and 
sin. Fvery newspaper press groans be- 
neath tho burden of its daily record of 
crimes. The vory lightnings themselves 
have grown weary- of -iiiishing abroad the 
ne ver-onding, sick'eriiiig,' wire-corroding 
details of outrages and horrors for which 
tho vocabularies of pandeiiiouiuiii, a gen- 
eration ago, furnished no name." 

This is a fearful Lndiotmont, and the 
wora^ of it is thufc no citizen of the United 
States, let him be ever ao patriotic and 
ever ao proud of his countiy, can say that 
it is untrue. Like hiin we grieve to admit 
that there is too much truth in what Col 
Doiioii said. It ia with the deepest regret 
that we see corru])tioii becoming so pre- 
valent in the United Stntes. The Aniori- 
cari people are trying tho exporimeiit of 
popular govenimont for the whole world. 
Tlieir success means the success of self- 
government everywhere, and their faili<ro 
will crush tlio hopes of peoples strugglin 
to bo free in every region of the earth. The 
lover of freedom, to whatever nation 1 
may belong, who rejoices in the prosjiect 
of the downfall of the American Republic, 
is both narrow-minded and short-sighted. 
Tho people of the Empire of Oreat Britain 
and tho United States may lie said to hold 
freedom in trust for all the nations of the 
world. '

Th« MUiUry In B«»^llneM to Prevent • Con- 
fikt-Tlie Can«dUn Faelfle People 
' Tear Olii the Track Put Down 
by the Nortlietn. 



WiNNiPBO, Oct. 20. — The excitomont 
■ ovar'the trouble between the Manitoba 
govarnntent and the C. P, K. cuntinuM 
uuabattid. A serioua conflict between tlie 
special police on both sides was only pre- 
vented yesterday by the action of the pro- 
vincial courts in granting the Onnadian 
Pac'tic another injunction against tlio 
government. The pef)plB are loyal to the 
provincial cpurts but against the Domin- 
ion. The fooling is decidedly hustilo. 
Tha Canadian Pacific was outwritted by 
the gpvernmout lust night, wlien'tKe;latttir 
efiected a crossing over aiuitheV branch of 
the transcontinental linu, which had to be 
crossed in order to roach Portage La 

, Prairie. Tlie Canadian Pacific peoplo, 
however, 400 strong, succeeded in tearing 
up the track. To-day tlw latest injunc- 
tion case will be settled, R. Whytu, 

' represautitig the 0. P. K. here, says he 
can raiae more men than Manitoba, and 
that 5,(100 arinqd followers of the Cana- 
dian PHcific caii' be massed here iu a few 
hours. 

WiNNii'EO, Oct. '20. — The government 
railway employees oU'ected ii crosaing of 
the Glenboro branch on Wednesday night 
but the track was promptly torn up by 
theCP.R. last night. Tiio Northern 
Pacific made an attempt to put in a dia- 
mond at Rlorris, but Supt. Wliyte was on 
hand with a force of [iOO men and built a 
strong fence over the linu. The excito- 
mont lit Morris is at fever heat, and the 
lynching of Supt. Wliyto was threatened. 
The second injunction comes up forbear- 
ing to-day. 

. Winnipeg, Oct. 26.— 4K)0 p. m. -The 
railway question is haiiguij^^in ;fBn unset- 
tled state. Theinjunction is being argued 
this afternoon before Judge Killam. [f 
the judge dissolvi-a llio injunction, tlie 
Northern Pacific will iittumpt a crossing 
almost iiniuedirttuly. Strong resistance 
from the C.P.R. is certain until the ques- 
tion is decided by the Supreme Court, 
The thiUtai^ are iii'teiidinieiM to preveiif 
any conflict. If a collision ooours the 
Northern Piicific will bo tlu) .nggressois, 
The CP. R. is well prepared to otl'or al 
most formidable reaistuncu and to thor 
oughly protect their rights and property. 
The judge's decision is expected tomorrow 
.morning.

. ble exists, prevented a collision which 
might have been fatal to suuio in its im 
niediat-e eQ'ects, and would certainly have 
led to very disastrous results in the fu- 
ture. But the diSiculty still romuiiis un- 
solved; both sides appo.ir i^tpially deter- 
mined; and only time can toll whether a 
peaceable solution to ^the iinbniglio will 
im reached. 

On Saturday morning it was rumored 
throughout the town that a train-load of 
special constables intended going out in 
the afternoon to protect the tntck-layurs 
inlaying their track acit'Hs tiio C. P. R. 
Southwestern line. The tr.ick-laying 
gangs worked all Fridiiy iii^lit: and it aas 
stated that by Saturday .•ifternooii at ftjur 
o'clock, the track-laying wo Id be u]j t< 
the crossing; and a start was to be ettect 
ed from the Water street station at half- 
past three. The news civaced great ex- 
citement and iiunioroua citizens donned 
their war-paint. When Oliief Clark, of 
the provincial police, oiiti'icd tliu city 
police station at one o'clock to swoui- in

The cars, which were four in number, 
were filled to the doora hy otlie's who, 
though not special consUibles, were going 
out to see the fun and to take a liaiid in 
if necessary. Those present inoluiled rep- 
resentative citizens from every profe^siim 
and walk of life. An an emphatic popular 
protest against the action of tlio Cunadiun 
Pacific it was a decided succos.h; but in 
point of work accoinpliahed it was a dis 
tinct failure. 

This special traiii, with nearly three 
hundred on board, left about half past 
three. The junci;ion of the main line of 
the Northern Pacilic whshooii reached and 
the train was switcl-icd oil' on the newly 
laid line. After proceeding about a mile 
the train stopped, orders having been 
given that the car.i should not bo taken 
within a mile of the scene of trouble; and 
the con>3truction train, which was down 
the line about three-quarters of a mile, 
was whistled to, to come and take the 
warriors bold to the scene of action; . The 
crowd poured out of the cars. A mile or 
so off the derailed engine blocking the 
'iiie could bo seen; and on either side of it 
two wreaths of smoke curling up over the 
scrub bushes along the track, made known 
the presence on the track of two live en- 
gines.

excepting the special police, As the con- 
struction train was slow in coming down, 
a hundred or so walked up the track to 
the crossiiii;. Tlio two lines cror.s abnut 
a niilo froiu thu .St. .JamcH bridge. The 
obstruction consists of an ciigiuo which is 
placed Htraight acros.s tho dump of the 
Portage branch, immediatiily ulongsido of 
the main line of the Canadian Pacific. In 
additioTi there was t^' the rij^ht of the 
dump on the main line an engine with a 
tender attached with steam up, and t{) 
the loft there wits another "'live" engine 
on the main line with five cars attached.

promised double pay fomll tlie tlw they 
were absent fot- this purpose. By this 
means some 200 or 250 men wore got tu-

Chief Clark, of tho 
provincial police, had general charge of 
the undertaking. All the iiieinbers of the 
cabinet, who wore at present in tho [iro- 
vinco, were there. Chief iMcRae, with 
five other iiiombersof the city police force, 
were also there. Tlie tir,>)l thing tli-it 
Chief Clark did was tn .servo notices on all 
t-ho Canadian Pacilic police that their ;jp- 
pointments as provincial iiolioo had been 
cancelled. They were promptly HW<n'ii in 
again as special constables by I\lr. T. 
Nixon. 

The outlook was decidedly ominous 
Nearly two hundred inoii were standing 
around on tho dump with lliuir hands ii 
their pockets, awaiting the arrival of the 
track-laying, before inaking an assault on 
the eiioiByJs Vwmp^^ whiltf^ aVstiU; larger 
forue stit ih the cars on tho Cnnndian 
P!i,cific line ready ti> repel such an attack.

The Last Keetlnir Well Attended and Great 
Good AS a Result— The Bismarck 
of Babylon. 

You who have boon attending the 
morning meetings know we have been at 
work in the four Gospels, Mnd I want to 
take up more of that work to-day. Tho 
key to tho Gospel of Luke you Avill find in 
the 8t!i chapter. Tho last words that tell 
from His lips to His disciples wore, "You 
shall receive power from your God on 
high." Tho Church in all agea that sends 
out missionaries prospers. A good tliiiu; 
for the Church to do is to read Christ's 
words about missions in the ten great 
mission sermons — five by Peter, one by 
Stophou, and four by ^Paul., 1 want to 
show you what kind of sermons turned 
the world upside down. The best witness 
is ho who tolls not what he believes, but 
just what ho kno^y3. To the beiigar who 
wanted money Peter says, "Such as I 
have give I unto thee. Christ said greater 
works than I have dono shall ye do,becauso 
1 go unto the Father." Wo are witnesses; 
wo saw His life, we saw His deatli, and v;e 
saw Him after his resurrection. VVhnt wo 
should do is to go out and publish it. Wo 
are witnesses, we must have a clean 
record so we can give a ringing testimony. 

Peter, tilled with tho Holy Ghost, 
said, " In the name of .Tesus 
Christ this man has been made whole." 
They forbade Peter to preach any more in 
that name. You may preach in the devil's 
name or any otlier name, but hot in His 
name. 

People in this town talk about discour- 
agement. When .Tesus Clirist died there 
was but a little Iiandful. They preached 
a glorilied Christ. Within fifty days after 
the death of Christ thousands were con- 
verted because these men had power. If 
soine of your preaohen would-geb 6 on 
the corner of the, streets and preach it 
would turn this city up side down. If you 
had every drunkard in this town in this 
house and we outside praying, wouldn't it 
be a good thing '! 

Which of tho prophets have not your 
fathers persuaded ? Stephen said, "Be- 
hold I see the Heavens open and. the Son 
of Man standing on the right hand of God."

We are w itnesse.s 
of all tilings which ho did in the land of 
the ,fews and Jerusalem. 

Paul's first acriiion, the saiiio (dd doc- 
trine with tho same idd power, preached 
forgiveness of sin. Nearly tho wnolo city 
came to hear the name of God, Lot the 
name of God go home with power. Min- 
isters of to-day are afraid of offending 
cultured jieople; never give the naked 
Gospel, never mention Hell. They are 
not lil;e vulgar com.iion people, they want 
a difTereiit Gospel. If you preach this 
word with (iod, He will give results. 
Preach the word in seiasbn. aud out of 
Boiksou, aiidyou will got converts, 

Vei)tUate your churches. Don't have 
bad air. People listening must have 
fresh air. The Bible God's people carry 
around in their heads they should have in 
their hearts. Take those little books 
with notes and read one chapter each day 
and study it. Stand firm, go on making 
disciples. 

It was stated in the papers that one 
man who had " got religion " during the 
services at the rink had gone crazy. Like 
Nicodenuis ho began to make restitution, 
and the people cried out that bo could 
not bo in his right mind. His brother, 
reading the articles in tho papers, eamo 
from the other side to find out if it was 
true. And it was. No doii'bt.veiy-.iuany 
in Victoria would be glad if others would 
go crazy in the same way^ I believe this 
man will become an ornament aud a 
model for his fellowmon.

In the days 
of Nebuchadnezzar wo read that ho went 
up with tt great army from Babylon to 
Jerusalem, took the Holy City and re- 
turned to Babylon with 10,000 captives, 
among tlioni foor young men vvlio Imd re- 
ligion. A roligi(jn that was worth Ijaviiig. 
A religion that would bear transplanting. 
A groat many men can't bring their 
religion with them wherever they go. If 
they are coming west they loose it on the 
other side of the Rockies. These four 
young men had boon converted through 
and through. I don't know under whose 
preaching. It may have be. n Jeremiah's. 
They had not been in Babylon very long 
when a great teuiptatioii came to tlieui. 
The tirst tompt:»tion is whore luun gener- 
ally give way. Ten meii are ruined by 
yielding to tho first temptiition to one 
who withstands the first and afterwards 
has not the courage to stand firm, it is 
the tirst trial that tests a man's courage 
nujst. Their tirst temptation was a hard 
one and it came very soon. Nebucliadnen- 
zar sent to them and his orders were that 
they were to be educated at the best 
college in the lond; that they were ' to 
oat tho same food that was served fin tho 
king's tablo luid drink tho same wines 
that the king himself drank. 

You would think tho great honor would 
turn their heads. They wore to be treat- 
ed to tlie same food and drink as the King 
hlinaeUi' But Daniel told the messenger 
df the king that ho and his companimis 
could not oat the meats, and drink the 
wine of the king. Ho asked that they be 
given pulsrt to eat and water to drink. For 
Daniel had purposed ir> his heart that he 
would not defile himself, and to eat tho 
meat and drink the wine that had been 
oflbrod to idols would be defilement 'to 
him. Daniel's first notion was the key- 
note of his character. He took Ids staiid 
on priiiciplo and at<iodHrin. A good many 
of the comprouiiaiug Christians of to-day 



would have said to Daniel, "Throw away 
your scruples; remember you are not in 
Jerusalem now. If the king was to hoar 
of ycu, refusing to accept hiskmdncas, he 
would probably be angry and it would not 
be any the bettor for you. Remember 
you are not your own niftstor jast 
now." Many people. Christians, too, 
seem to think that tho old iihraso, "In 
Rome, do as the Romans do,'' is Uikm 
from the Bible. L have met people who 
smilingly said so. No doubt tho com- 
promising Christians of Daniel's day ad- 
vised him when in Chaldea to do as the 
Chaldeans, They would say, "You had 
better give in on- this point. Daniel, or 
you'll get into , trouble. Who dares to 
oppose the will of thoKhig ? But Daniel 
carried the point, however, and got his 
pulse and w.iter, and lie and his compan- 
ions thrived and looked their best on it. 
Some men still ajipear to think that eat- 
ing and drinking "tho best," as they call it, 
is go(jd for them. They seem to consider 
a big, red rose an ornament, and to think 
that they improve their complexion by 
filling themselves with whiskey and to- 
bacco. Daniel having withstood his llrst 
teniptation did not tiud the next so hard. 
It was not long before ho rose in [lower 
and rank until he became the King's most 
trusted servant. He was the Bismarck 
behind the throne of the King of Babylon. 
The next incident in Daniel's life was 
when the ollieers of the King came to 
arrest him and take him to execution. 
He enquired what he liad done, and tho 
ollieers replied that the King had dreamed 
a strange dream and none of his wise men 
could tell him the dream or its interpreta- 
tion. But 1 can tell him; and the reply 
of Daniel eamo as a pleasant surprise to 
the ollieers. That night Daniel and his 
three friends held the first jirayer meet- 
ing. They asked God for guidance and 
then they 3le))t. Aud while they slept 
God told Daniel in a dream what lie 
should tell to King Nebiichadue/.zar. in 
the morning he told the King his dream, 
and as he 3|)oke the King romembored tlie 
vision that came to him, and he eagerly 
eiKjuiifed, "And can you tell mo the in- 
terpretation ?" "I cannot, but my God 
can," answered Daniel, and before the 
King, who hail prolmhly never lieard of 
(iod before, he aliHul up and miioliled to 
him the nieauiiig of his strange dieaiii. 
How the Lrreat aud beaut il ul city should 
be overthrown and the kingdom pai:3 into 
tho hands of a power stronger but less 
beautiful, as the silver was stronger than 
the 1,'old. Then it would pass to the 
Meads and Persians, and would tiien lio- 
uoine jiart of the Empire of Roiiie. Then 
the kuigdoin would lieeouie div ided into 
iiuiiiy parts, some strong, si.me \-eak. 
.\iid all tho time that these changes were 
going on, tho great btone that was cut 
out of the mountain was growing larger 
and larger, until it swept all tho kingdom 
away, and the everlasting Kingdom of 
God was established. When the king 
had heard his dream and the interjireta- 
tation, ho was greatly pleased with Daniel 
and exalted him and his three friends 
to the highest positions in tho govern- 
ment. Do you think that if they had 
employed their i'nno in hanging around 
the saloons and tho billiard halls they 
would have been raised to their high 
position ■/ Righteousness always exalts: 
sin always degrades. What we want to- 
dayis more men who can 8ay"no"or "yes" 
ot the right time and stick to it. Notice 
again, the faith of the young men soon 
had another tost. The Lord tosts all his 
children. Nobuchadnezzar^.'Jjuilt an im- 
mense graven image and "sont out his 
ro3'al proclamation that everyone should 
come to the unveiling or the deilieatinn of 
it. Aud when the niiisic sounded everj'- 
oiie was coniiiianded to bow down to the 
gf iveii imago that had lieen set u|). I 
don't know where Daniel was at the time. 
Probably ho was out of tho country on 
some important business. Anyway he 
wasn't there or you would have iioard from 
hini. But Daniel'slfrieiids were there and 
they could not Ijow down to the idol that 
the kiiiLj had set up. The laws of (iod 
and King Nebuchadnezzar conflicted, and 
they had promised the God Most High to 
have nuno other. Some Christians would 
have bowed down and compromised 
with their conscience by saying to them- 
selves that of course it w.is a 
mere form. The}- did not worship, of 
course. But these three young men 
avoided even tlie appearance of evil. 
When the music .struck up, all tho people 
fell down; all but a few enemies who were 
on the watch. Every real Cliristiaii has 
oneinios. Woo to you if all men 8|)eak 
well of you ! They were on the watch to 
see the three servants of (iod iiow down 
and worshi|) according to the King's 
decree. But they stood linn and straight. 
They had backbone that wouldn't bend. 
I like to see men with good hiickbone. 
The spies soon carried the news to Ne- 
buchadnezzar that the three Hebrews 
would not bow down according to his 
decree. Tho King oitlered them into his 
presence, and asked them if tho report 
that had come to his cars was true, lie 
then told them he would give them 
another chance, and if they did not 
bow to tho image ho had set up, asked 
them where the (iod was, that could do- 
liver them fri"-iii his vengeance. Shad- 
rack replied firmly, resolutely, that ho and 
his friends could not obey the order of 
the king. It was asurprise to the king to 
be delied, and not a idcasant (iiie. Me 
made iireiiaratioiis for putting the three 
biave men to a terrible death. He had 
them bcu:.d and cast into tho fiery fur- 
nace, bound in all their clothes. Then 
looking into tho furnace ho saw fonr men 
walking about unharmed. Tiio ' !od ol 
the Hebrews had joined them. The}' hatl 
stood up for Mini .iiid He had nor, desert- 
ed them. The kini^'s decree again wont 
forth, and this time it was that no man 
should sjieak a word against the (iod of 
tho Hebrews. 

'J'o-day wo want men most who are not 
afraid to stand to their eonvietioim. What 
we vvant is niuii wlio will livo u]) to tho 
old Bible. Many a man is laughed out of 
his principles. Hosts of men give way to 
the first temptation. It was not very 
long before Nebuchadnezzar had another 
dream. This dream he remembered and 
ho only wanted it intor[>reted, lie called 
his wise men together but none could toll 
him what he wanted to know. Daniel 
came again. Ho told the king tho mean- 
ing of his dream, and then he preached 
righteousness to him. Twelve months 
later and his kingdom departed from hini. 
For seven years he wandered insane about 
the fields. I'heii he returned to his king- 
dom and his last proclamation shows 
that he had boon horn of (iod. I 
have no doubt that Nebuehanozzar, tho 
first monarch of all the known world, 
walks tho shining streets of Heaven to- 
day, won for tho God of Heaven by tho 
young man Daniel, 

li'ifteeii years later Balsliazzar, tho war- 
like young king, had a grand feast. He 
sent for the gold and silver vessels from 
the temple and used them in prolonging 
the merriment of tho feast. Suddenly a. 
hand was seen writing in mysterious cliar- 
actei's oil the wall Balslia/.zar's doom. 
No onu could read tho straiigo writing. 
No uncircumcisud oyu ciui read the Lord's 
writing. Daniel was culled again. He 
read it. That very night tho Persian 
army took tho city, and Darius ascended 
the throne, a conqueror-king. Ho kept 
Daniel in power, as ho know he was a man 
in whom ho could trust. He inude liiiii 
the loading man in tho kingdom, the J5is- 
marck of Babylon. Tho governois were 
not satisfied. They had no chance to bo- 
come rich through tho abuse of their offi- 
ces while Daniol was at the helm of the 
state. They schemed and '. phiimed for 
some way to get Daniel out of the way. 
They kei)t thoir purpose, secret. They 
worked cunningly and finally the king, de- 
ceived by thoir flattery and' falsenood, 



signed the decree that , whosoever during 

thirty days worshipped any god 
but Darius the king, should bo cast into 
the den of lions. And then the secret 
was one no longer. It was told every- 
where. Someone came to Daniel with 
tho news. Daniel, the grey-haired old 
statesman, whom all knew to go throe 
times a dtiy to his open window and pray 
with his face towards Jerusalem. Hia 
friends all came with their advice. If 
ho would pray, not to pray out loud, to 
pra3' in uecret, or at least put down the 
window. But Daniel would not deny his 
God in his old age. He prayed as before, 
three times daily. Lots of men to-day 
say tliny liavo no time for jirayor, yet 
this man, really the king, prayed throe 
times a day. And how the people must 
have watched to sole if he would violate 
the law that was framed to ruin him. If 
tliore were newsjiapers in those days how 
the re[)orters would delight in taking 
his prayers down iii full, and how the 
associated press would send tho news 
ail over that Bismarck had been caught 
praying, and would have to go to the 
lion's den. He prayed 'as.', before, and 
though Darius grieved thiit ho' had been 
entrapped he could not prevent his law 
from being cirried into eflect. Daniel 
went to the den of lions but not to death, 
(iod was with him and the iiioutlis of the 
lions were closed. And how happy 
Darius was when in the morning ho 
found the man of God unharmed. Ho 
was restored to his high position and hia 
enomies put to the death. My friends, 
we separate to-night. In a few months 
and a few years the battle of life will bo 
over. \Vill you stand up for (!od now. 
Stand up !ov your eliuiches, your minis- 
ters, for .any institution that is doing 
good in the world. You see men all ar- 
ound you going down to their graves, 
drunkanls, g.uiiblers, rogues. None of 
these can enter the Kingdom of Gkid. 
Miy find help you to stand firm for Him. 
NVe want to-day men and women who 
have a pur|)ose and stand by it. in those 
dark days for Daniel, not one in Heaven 
but looked down and smiled on him, 
Daniel dared to have a purpose. Young 
mail rise to-night, ask (iod to take you 
by the hand and hiSd you up. ' 'What n 
^'iaiid thing if all bore would rise and 
tike a Hlaml for (iml as Diuiiel did. What 
•;i;uid ehurehus we would have. How 
you woukl close up the saloons, the bil- 
liard rooms, t he dens of infamy, that are 
ruining our young nieu and woman. Take 
a stand to-night and stand firm. 

1 lundreds remained to the after-meet- 
ing and many found the Peace of God at 
the last (if Mr. Moody's irraud iiioetiiigs. 
The revival soi'viees will be continued 
every day and evening. Mr. Studd 
remains wit h us lo helji on the good work 
during the coming week.
